An idea of what the new Upland 
high school will be like-was ‘given. 
at a meeting of the Chaffey board | 
of education, Tuésday. night when 
Ernest W, Fischer, assistant, sup- | 
erintendent in chai'ge of building, 
presented’a tentative master plan 
for the plant. 

In the proposed plan, buildings 

are placed to front on Eleventh | 
street. The site is bounded on the 
north by Foothill boulevard, on 
the sduth by Eleventh street and 
on the west by San Antonio ave; 
nue. 
The plan calls for buildings of 
concrete tilt-up style, similar in! 
design and size to those on the 
new Fontana high school campus. 
The Upland site, it was pointed 
out, is slightly smaller than the 
Fontana campus, measuring 1390 
feet from east,to west and 1247 
feet from north to south. 








The plan presented Tuesday 
night is the first that has been 


shown to board members, and 
there was no discussion of the 
order of construction of the strue- 
tures or when construction will 
begin. 

The detailed plan shows a large 
library facing on Eleventh street 
in the middle of the future cam- 
pus, with an administration build- 
ing on either side. Eight class- 
room buildings and a transporta- 
tion building to house ten buses 
are also shown. 

The football stadium, tennis 
courts and baseball diamond on 
the plan are shown on the rear

In most colleges, 
the issuing of diplomas is a mere formality. 

Commencement speeches ate soon forgotten 
but here is a paragraph from one that has been 
long remembered: 

“Always do what you are supposed to do 
when you are supposed to do it—and never do 
what you are NOT supposed to do.” 

In any event, this community is proud of its 
schools and its graduates. 


A.A.'s Observe Tenth 
Anniversary 


Alcoholics Anonymous observed its tenth 
anniversary recently. How much good it has 
done in those 10 years no one can know. But 
those who are acquainted with individuals it 
has helped know of its great feats in reclaim- 
ing men and women. 

One of its founders was a highly success- 
ful business man who had drunk himself out 
of a job and had been reduced to panhandling. 
Now he is a very successful citizen again. There 
is the case of the woman who spent her days 
in an alcoholic daze, locked in her bedroom, 
and“who now is a charming and successful 
wife’and mother. Multiply those cases by hun- 
dreds and it is possible to get a glimpse of 
what A. A. has done to relieve human suffer- 
ing... . 

One of the odd things about A. A. is that 
nobody knows precisely why it works so well 
as if{does. Even those who have been helped 
offer- varying theories. But it does work for 
many and that is the main thing. 


It May Be Harder To Have 
Allies Than Enemies 


Sometimes it is harder to have allies than 
enemies. You can fight your enemies; you are 
not supposed to fight with your allies. 

Take the Rhee government in Korea, for in- 
stance. Relations between Seoul and Wash- 
ington are at a near crisis. The aged Korean 
president insists that he will never accépt any- 
thing short of complete unifications of his coun- 
try. We'd like that too but this is not godihg to 
be realized unless we are ready to engage in 
a major campaign to achieve it. This means 
that even if an armistice is reached at Panmun- 
jom.it may be difficult to maintain, what with 

hee’s finger itching on the trigger. 

Our efforts to aid the Sout hKorean économy 
have earned us little thanks and much criti- 
cism, For quite some time we supplied raw 
materials free to South Korean mills with the 
idea of gradually increasing charges for the 
matérials. The idea was aimed at getting the 
mills on a stable basis so they could mairitain 
themselves whenever the war ended. Now 
some South Korean officials insist that raw ma- 
terials continue to be supplied virttially free, 
even though the goods made from those ma- 
terials are sold to the people at fat prices. 

Thus we find we are villians not only to our 
enemies but also to our “friends.”
